A transmission line to Cleve- 
land, 200 miles away, is now un- 
der consideration; also one to 
Toronto. 

The Ontario Power Company 
has bought for its right of way 
to Syracuse a ribbon of land par- 
alleling the New York Central. 
On towers along this way 
cables are carried in nineteen 
strands, 12,000 miles of wire 
and 90,000 horse-power can 
be sent to Syracuse. This line, 
for distance, is eclipsed only by 
the Bay Counties Company of 
California, but for amount of 
power it has no equal.

Both houses of Parlia- 
ment will assemble tomorrow, when 
their respective presidents will formal- 
ly announce the death of King Chris- 
tian. At 3 o'clock in the afternoon 
the members will assembie in the hall 
of the Folkthing to receive the royal 
Message announcing the accession of 
Frederick the Eighth. 

It bas been known for some time 
that King Christian's health wus fail- 
ing.

King Christian of Denmark, the 
Nestor among the monarchs of Bu- 
rope, was born on April 8 i818. He 
was not a Dane by birth, although re- 
lated to the Danish dynasty on his 
mother's side and also connected with 
it by marriage. The circumstances un- 
der which he came to the throne of 
Denmark on the death of King Fred- 
erick VII., November 15, 1863, were as 
fcl.ows:

JUDGE SLOSS NOT ON SLATE POL- 
_ TTICIANS HAD MADE.

San Francisco Jurist Whe Will Suc- 
ceed to Vacancy on the Supreme 
Bench Caused by the Death of Jus- 
tice Van Dyke is a Man of Wealth 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 2.~—The 
wise politicians who have been making 
guetsts as to whom Gov. Pardee would 
choose to fill the vacancy on the Su- 
preme bench caused by the death of 
Justice Van Dyke of Los Angeles have 
been set back, says the Call, The 
high place has gone to a man whose 
name was mentioned but as a possibil- 
ity. Gov! Pardee announced last night 
that he would appoint Superior Judge 
Max C. Sloss of San Francisco to the 
place. For the position that will be 
made vacant in the lower court when 
Judge Sloss is elevated Gov. 
Pardee says he will name John A. Hos- 
mer, the well-known attorney of this 


It is expected that the appointments 
will be made in a few days. Gov. Par- 
dee said he would officially name 
Judge Sloss at once, but there are 
many cases pending before the latter 
and 11 is desired he shall clear his 
calendar before the robes of the higher 
Office descend upon him. 

Down in the southland, where the 
politicians stay awake nights, like 
they do over in Alameda, figuring out 
the combinations on any appointment 
to office that > bet pending there are 
some men who have prided themselves 
on being good . timber who had 
all but made arrangements to wind up 
their practices that they might take 
the Supreme Court berth — sagen 
thrown open.

FOR SHORT TERM ONLY. 


A fact that has deterred many ju- 
rists who would have been strong can- 
didates for the Supreme Justiceship in 
coming forward is that thegappoint- 
ment will be only for a little less than 
one year. Judge Sloss, if he wishes 
furtter tenure as a Supreme Justice, 
will have to obtain a nomination and 
run again this fall. 

Several Superior Judges with several 
years yet to serve, would otherwise 
have been aspirants, but thought 
it wiser to retain semething they felt 
to be more certain. 

Judge Sloss is «a graduate of Harvard 
and has always been known as a hard- 
working and thorough student of the 
law. He was elected a Superior Judge 
of thie city on November 6, 1990, and 
consequentiy has two more years to 
serve. Ambition to make a name for 
himeelf and serve hie State are the 
main incentives for him. His family 
being very wealthy, the financial emol- 
uments of office are a secondary con- 
sideration to the young jurist. 

John Hosmer is one of the best- 
known lawyers of Ban Francisco. He 
has served with distinction as a députy 
District Attorney and was connected 
with such famous cases as those of 
Durrant and Mrs. Botkin. He was 
employed as spécial counsel for the 
prosecution «by the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation in the cases of Steffens, Wy- 
man and Rebstock, au convicted of 
election frauds. He made the race 
once for Superior Judge.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 29.—A dense 
fog prevailed this morning over San 
Francisco Bay, rendering navigation 
hazardous and causing one serious ac- 
cident. 

The steamer Arrow, which left here 
at 7 a.m. for Vallejo, came in collision 
off Angel Island with the river steamer 
Aurora, belonging to the California 


| Trading and Transportation Company. 


The Aurora was struck on the star- 
board bow and cut to the waters’ edge. 
By throwing overboard 600 sacks of 
potatoes, the vessel was kept afloat. 
The Arrow, which sustained very lit- 


docked her at the sea wall. 

‘There were about twenty passengers 
aboard the Aurora and eighty on the 
Arrow. When the collision occurred, 
many of these passengers were in bed 
and quite a panic ensued, but quiet 
was soon restored, mainiy. it is as- 
serted, by the coolness of Capt. Hatch 
of the Arrow. who took on board the 
Auroras passengers and saved that 
steamer. The Arrows passengers re- 
sumed their trip on the steamer Gen- 
eral Frisbie. 

The hole in the Aurora tis twenty feet 
long by six feet wide. and extends 
from two feet below the water line to 
the deck. All the pillows on board the 
vessel were used in the effort to stop 
the leak. 

Capt. Hatch says that the Aurora 
ran across the Arrow's bow. despite 
his efforts to avoid a collision, while 
Capt. Atthole of the Aurora is equaliy 
as positive that the accident was the 
fault of the other vessel. 

The ferry service was interrupted. 
only one boat an hour being run over 
the Southern Pacific and Key routes.

HAWAII LURES 
THE RUSSIANS. 


— 


ony Say They'll Go. 
Plan is to Homestead Fertile 
‘Acres of Kauai. 
Several Hundred May Join 
in Exodus to Island. 


Leaders of the local Russians, after 
a meeting held last night at the home 
of Capt. P. A. Demens, on West Twen- 
ty-eighth street, stated that they have 
decided to leave Los Angeles. They 
say they will take with them almost all 
the colonists, and that the plan of 
settlement in Southern California is 
abandoned. 

There will be an exodus of the Molo- 
kanes from this city in a few days, 


souls, will leave for the Territory of 
Hawail. 

The Russians will settle on Kauai, 
one of the western islands of the Ha- 
wallan group, and will take up gov- 
ernment land. The bewhiskered lead- 
ers of the large colony are glad. and 
all are said to be anxious to start. 

The Russians; do not want to go out 
of the United States, as they feelingly 
express a desire to live beneath the 
Stars and Stripes, which to them is a 
symbol of liberty and protection. They 
would have gladly settled in Southern 
California, but this was out of the 
question, as the men had not the money 
to purchase sufficient territory for the 
hundreds of quaintly-dressed children 
of the Great White Czar. 

United States Land Commissioner 
Pratt of Honolulu has spent a week in 
Los Angeles. He placed before the 
Russians the plan which they formally 
accepted last night. They will home- 
stead the fertile acres, and will en- 
deavor to prove up and become owners 
of the land. 

GOOD REPORT ON KAUAL 

Recently the leaders of the Molo- 
kanes made the journey to Kauai and 
looked over the country with a view 
to settlement. The prospect was pleas- 
ing, they said, the climate good, and 
the opportunity encouraging. Like the 
two faithful spies returning from 
Canaan, they gave a good report. 

The land, they said, will raise any- 


in abundance and almost anything else 
can be grown, and the hearts of the 
local Russians wére made giad by the 
report. 

Like litle children the peasants 
danced in glee at the prospect of own- 
ing their own farms. They could not 
say enough for the generosity of the 
agent who told them Uncle Sam would 
give them a chance to pay in labor for 
the land offered. 

Simply, in broken English, they told 
the commissioner of their great desire 
to go, and the leaders were commis- 
sioned to make terms as son as pos-

SEEK PASTORAL LIFE. 

Business men of Los Angeles have 
interested themselves in the Molokane, 
almost all of whom settled, upon reach- 
ing here, in the vicinity of the Bethle- 
hem Institutional Church. Much has 
been done to relieve their condition 
since their arrival. Members of the 
colony have found work in lumber 
2 factories, and in private famil- 
es. They have proved honest and 
capable. 

Owing to their inability to speak 
English and to their lack of experience 
in American ways, the colonists suf- 
fered many privations after reaching 
here. There was not a little sickness. 
Physicians and nurses gave them help, 
and though some died, scores were 
helped. 


Driven from their native land be- 
cause of fierce religious persecutions, 
their one desire was to reach America. 
Once in the United States their ob- 
jective point was Los Angeles. Their 
great disappointment is that they could 
not settle somewhere in Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

Because the plan of settlement in 
Southern California was not feasible, 
the leaders of the Molokane, went into 
Lower California recently and returned 
with a good report. 

The land is fertile and was reported 
suited to their needs, but a serious ob- 
jection was ra‘zod on a religious point. 
A promising source of industry con- 
nected with the settlement in Lower 
California had to d owith the raising of 
hogs. The Molokane do not eat pork 
and would not raise hogs. The plan 
for a colony in that section was there- 
fore abandoned. 

Their great desire is for life, 
away from a large city. a pros- 
pect they think they have found in 

wall. 

Some local friends of the Russians 
do not believe a majority will go to the 
island. Some members of the colony 
already are prospering in a way and 
are tempted to remain in hope of bet- 
ter things.

HE GUARDED GEN. WHEELER. 


Man Who Had Charge of the Prisoner 
of War Now in Los 
Angeles. 

While the North and South together 
do honor to the remains of the little 
hero of the Confederacy, and afterward 
of the Spanish war, as they lie in state 
in Washington, there has come to light 
in Los Angeles an old, time-worn doc- 
ument, memento of a troubled past, 
which ordered Lieut. Walter T. Hall to 
guard the person of Gen. Joseph 
Wheeler over forty years ago. 

Capt. Hall, whose home is in San 
neisco, is now in the city. He 
showed the order which led to an as- 
sociation of several months with Gen. 
Wheeler to a Times reporter yesterday. 
It directs that Lieut. Walter T. Hall, 
Co. D. One Hundred and Sixty-fifth 
New York Volunteers, with a guard of 
two (2) corporals and fifteen (15) pri- 
vates, will take charge and securely 
guard within the quarters designated 
for them, the rebel, Gen. Wheeler, and 
five (5) other commissioned officers, 
prisoners of war, captured with Jef- 
‘ferson Davis, and prevent all communi- 
cation between or with them, verball: 
or in writing.” 

It is dated Fort Delaware, Del., May 
30, 1865, and issued by command of 
Brig.-Gen. A. S. Schoepp. 

Cept. Hall was a lant Union offi- 
cer in the heyday of his youth, when 
that order was given to bim. He had 
fought all through the war. He was 
wounded in the head in taking down a 
Confederate flag at Harper's Ferry, a 
plece of which he still cherishes, and 
was a staff officer of Gen. Sheridan. 

Speaking of Gen. Wheeler, he said 
yesterday: “It was soon after the as- 
sassination of the President (Lincoln) 
thet my command was ordered from 
the valley of the Shenandoah into Bal- 
timore for fear of an uprising or 
trouble of some sort, and while in Bal- 
timore I received the order to tale 
charge of Wheeler and him t 
Fort Delaware. I had quite a curiosity 
to see what manner of man he might 
be, for all the Union officers knew 
much of his raids and dashing military 
achievements. When stepped in 
front of me I was surprised to see huw 
smal; he seemed in his tattered old 
gray uniform, but you could tell that 
he thought he was as large as the pyra- 
mids. He had long, black. rolling whis- 
kers and piercing eyes, and he seemed 
born to command.“ 


EXTRAORDINARY REUNION. 


Brothers Separated Ten Years Meet 
in Los An Restaurant After 
Accidentally Exchanging Hatt. 
Through the accidental exchange of 
hats in a Spring-street restaurant yes- 
terday afternoon two brothers who had 
not seen each other for ten years were 

united. 

The parties to the peculiar reunion 
are J. H. and Samuel G. Griffin, for- 
merly of Greensboro, N. C. 

It was a decade ago that they sepa- 
rated, Samuel journeying West, while 
J. H. remained in the South to care for 
aged parents. ‘ 

An interchange of letters followed 
for several years, and then, after the 
death of his parents, J. H. Griffin 
came West to seek Samuel. He located 
in Colorado, where he received the last 
tiemgs as to his brother's whereabouts. 
Track was then lost until yesterday, 
when the brothers met under most pe- 
cullar circumstances. 

Samuel Griffin arrived in Los Ange- 
les Saturday from Mexico, where he 
had been looking over the mining field, 
and J. H. Griffin reached the city yes- 
terday morning en route to Seattle 
from Colorado, where he has mining 
interests. Neither thought of meeting 
the other. 3 

At the noon hour both went to a res- 
taurant on South Spring street for 
luncheon, but failed to recognize each 
other, ate their respective meals, and 
departed. Shortly afterward Samuel 
Griffin returned to the restaurant to 
make inquiries for his hat, he having 
taken one away with him that was 
about two sizes too large. On arriving 
at the restaurant he was met by an 
irate gentleman who was trying to 
crowd upon his head a hat much too 
small. | 

Imagine the surprise whep the two 
recognized in each a brother. “You 
can guess how pleased we both were,” 
said Samuel Griffin to a Times repor- 
ter. I have prospered in a mining way 
in British Columbia, although not a 
rich man as fortunes go, and as we 
are both en route to the North we will 
journey together to Seattle and later 
spend some time in and around Vic- 
toria.

CHINA’S TRADE OPENING. 


Baruch Cerf Tells Local Merchants of 
Vast Commercial Possibilities at 
Their Command. 


Baruch Cerf, for five years a resi- 
dent of China and manager of the In- 
dustrial Commercial Exhibit of Shang- 
hai, spoke last night at the Chamber 
of Commerce assembly-room to Los 
Angeles merchants. His subject was 
China, the business methods of her 
people, and the possibilities of the 
country as a field for the development 
of American commerce. 

China today is more unknown than 
darker Africa ever was, said Mr. Cerf, 
and we judge it by our Chinatowns and 
our Chinese cooks. It is not the poor, 
overcrowded country we think it. Its 
total density of population is 100 to the 
square mile, and the great @ialth of 
the country is where the population 
has the largest space to grow. The fu- 
ture source of wealth lies in the agri- 
cultural, stock-raising, timber and 
mineral lands of the north and center, 
as yet practically undeveloped. 

The possibilities for trade in the 
country are enormous; its purchasing 
power is vast, and with a mass of 
wealth accumulated through many 
generations there is an immense field 
for American goods. Even the coolie 
class can easily afford to spend one- 
fifth of one day's wages per month. 
That gives a trade possibility of nearly 
$550,0°0,000—more than enough to pro- 
vide daily cargoes for the largest 
steamers now running to the East. 

To gain this wade we must prepare 
our goods to meet the requirements 
of the people, and introduce them ac- 
cording to Chinese customs. The Chi- 
nese merchant niust see to buy. Prior 
to shipment we must, by exhibit, 
demonstrate the goods and by adver- 
gg the Chinese

Government Knows Our Need 
of Owens River. 
— 


Engineer N ewell, Here on a 
Visit, Tells of Work. 


— 


Sees Wondrous Future in the 
Wake of Reclamation. 


F. H. Newell, chief engineer of the 
United States Reclamation Service, is 
in Los Angeles on one of his visits of 
inspection. The various irrigation proj- 
ects take him into thirteen Western 
States and three Territories. 

Last night he discussed most inter- 
estingly the details of this wonderfal 
and romantic story—the conversion of 
the desert. 

The struggle with the Salton Sea; the 
water problem in Southern California; 
the great silent empires of Nevada 
waiting for water; the Owens River; 
the remote possiblities of difficulty 
with Mexico; the opportunity for some 
Luther Burbank to found a new agri- 
cultural empire in the Southwest; help 
for thirst-perishing desert prospectors 
—of these things he falked. 

Mr. Newell is a high type of govern- 
ment official—a charming personality; 
frank and without mystery or red tape. 

The wonder and the romance of this 
picturesque fight with the desert has 
not been lost to him in the engineer's 
mathematics. 

“If we can do no more than one per 

cent. of what there is to be done in re- 
claiming the desert,” said he, we shall 
have provided new land for millions of 
people. It is the first time a govern- 
ment has actually made land for its 
people. 
“It is quite conceivable that these 
irrigation projects will divide our popu- 
lation equally: as many people in the 
great West as in the East.“ 

Replying to a question whether he 
was not solving the immigrant ques- 
tion, he said: “Yes we want to bring 
man to the illimitable 


OWENS RIVER QUESTION. 
Discussing those questions nearest 


our hearts he said that the government. 


is holding in abeyance action on the 
Owens River question, for further in- 
vestigation. 

He said, however, that the absolute 
necessity of a new water supply for 
Los Angeles is fully realized by the 
government. 

“You are in the position of a man 
who is drinking water from a jug; 
some day you will get to the bottom. 

“A stored supply of water is now 
being drawn upon. The artesian delt 
area is being lowered. Los Angeles 
must have water from some outside 
point; Owens River seems the most 
practicable source.” 

Regarding the stories of difficulty 
with Mexico over the Colorado River: 

“The thing now is to get the Colo- 
rado River back where it belongs. 
Turn it off from Salton Sea,” he said. 

“It might be in the future that trou- 
ble would arise over the waters of the 
river; but that is for other genera- 
tions. One can imagine a condition 
wherein all the desert land is settled 
and irrigated; then there might be a 
shortage of water. But even then, we 
as the people up stream would have 
the best chance over Mexico. 

“Stop the run-away Colorado? It 


must be stopped. Government take a 


hand? Why, you see the difficulty is 

on the other side of the line. I fancy 

the problem is for the Southern Pacific. 

That road not only has its track to 

protect but enormous land interests. 
CAN CURB COLORADO. 

“So far, the attempts to curb the 
river have been most discouraging. 
The soll is so peculiar that they drive 
in sixty-foot piles down to what seems 
to be solid land; then the first thing 
they know, the river sends them bob- 
bing up like corks. 

“The last attempt with mats seemed 
about to be successful when the river 
calmly washed around them. 

“The people down there get discour- 
aged sometimes. The river can be 
curved; it simply must be. But it 
may be the work of years. The river 
can only be stopped by the expenditure 
of large sums of money. 

“As an engineering proposition it is 
not an impossibility to turn back the 
river, but it must be carried on as a 
work of magnitude and not with make- 
shifts.”’ 

Mr. Newell said that one of the curi- 
ous effects of the flood was to threaten. 
for a time, some of the adjacent coun- 
try with drought—a common event in 
flood time, owing to the difficulty of 
placing obstructions strong enough to 
divert the necessary water. : 

He was asked to just what extent 
the great vacant desert of Nevada, 
wherein a European country might be 
lost and never found—to what extent 
this great stretch of territory can be 
made into a “blooming garden.” 

J believe the real hope of these vast 
stretches in Southern Nevada lies in 
some future Luther Burbank inventor 
of flowers and fruits. 

„It is highly possible that grains and 
fruits can be evolved. that. will thrive 
in these dry places. It used to be 
thought that no wheat would grow in 
certain parts of Western Kansas. Rut 
a sort of macaroni wheat was planted 
which does splendidly and is a valuable 
and thriving adjunct to the products of 
the State.” 

He. was ‘asked if artesian wells would 
not solve the problem of irrigation in 
arid Southern Nevada—Goldfield, BulJ- 
frog and those places in which we of 
Los Angeles are interested. 

He smiled and shook his head. 

DESERT WATER MAP. 

“Artesian water can be developed 
there; the springs are a truly precious 
feature of the country; but there 
wouldn't be water enough for irriga- 
tion. you realize that the water 
it takes to supply a town of 1000 peo- 
ple would hardly do for one big farm?” 

He said that the government is get- 
ting out an intricate and careful map 
showing every water hole in the desert 
lying to the north of us, including the 
desert parts of California and Nevada. 
A universal demand has been made for 
it by suffering prospectors. Water holes 
are also being developed. 

He desc the work of the 
ment in the northern part of Nevada, 
in the Walker project, wherein the 
water now running into Walker Lake 
is to be held back up the stream. 

The future of Nevada, he believes,

PROVES “RUMMY.” 


ONE EXPRESS EDITORIAL FOUND 
TO MEAN SOMETHING.

Justice Young Holds that Paper, in 
Advising Liquor Men That They 
Might-Take Out Advertisements, 
Meant What it Said—Germain Com- 
pany Winner in Suit. 


The unique defense that its editorial 
did not mean what it said was ad- 
vanced yesterday by the attorney for 
the Evening Express. 

The newspaper was “after the Ger- 
main Wine Company in Justice Young's 
court In an amazing suit at law. 

It was an outcome of the fool cam- 
paign entered into by Editorette E. T. 
Earl, who resolved to be a great re- 
former and. close the saloons in Los 
Angeles, 

Early in his exuberance, Earl defied 
the Demon Rum and let out a whoop 
in an editorial to the effect that all 
liquor men who didn’t like it could 
take out their advertisements if they 
wanted to. 

The singular unanimity with which 
they wanted to get out almost par- 
alyzed him. One that wanted to go was 
the Germain company. 

In the end, after Mr. Earl had seen 
the ground raked over with his yield- 
ing form and that of his paper, he 
wanted to take back his defiant edito- 
rial wherein he had offered to cancel 
all “rum advertising contracts.” [Ac- 
cent on the rum.“ 

He was much pained over the con- 
duct of the Germain Company. 

It had been inserted in the contract 
that the wine company should use 2000 
inches advertising space in a year; but 
only about 500 inches had been used. 
it was provided in the contract that if 
the wine company should not use the 
full 2000 inches then it should pay 60 
cents an inch for the space used: 42 
cents if the full 2000 were used. This, 
of course, was a penalty for breaking 
the contract. | 

Earl tried to Impose the penalty and 
make Germain pay the 60 cents pro- 
vided for in case of a broken contract 
because they had eagerly taken the 
editorial release from a poor bargain. 

Germain contended that Earl's edi- 
torial had released all the liquor men 
from their contracts. Justice Young 
held that this was correct. 

Attorney Wood for the Express tried 
to plead that the contract should not 
be affected by any statement or 
promises made in the editorial; he in- 
timated that the editorial didn’t mean 
much anyhow; certainly not enough to 
release any one from a contract.

Hon. Alden Anderson, who is at the 
Van Nuys. was recently elected pres- 
ident of the Sacramento Chamber of 
Commerce and is taking advantage of 
his southern trip to study the methods 
employed by the local organization, 
which beats them all.

GET FOUNDRY. 


Llewellyn Iron Works Seeks 
New Plant Site. 


Need of More Room and More 
Liberty is Felt. 

— — 
Several Suburban Places are 
Being Considered. 


Another important suburban mant- 
facturing center may be established at 
Tropico, just north of the city on the 
Los Angeles Interurban and Southern 
Pacific railroads, if the effort to induce 
the Liewellyn Iron Works to locate 
there succeeds. The tendency of the 
city to hedge with constant restric- 


tions establishments of this class, and 


the frequent protests of some neigh- 
bors, in addftion to the need of more 
room to enlarge and keep up with re- 
quirements of growing business, render 
a removal to some outside point ex- 
tremely desirable for the Liewellyns, 
and Lindsay & Durant, owners of the 
tile works at Tropico and of lands in 
that vicinity, have been putting forth 
every effort to have the big foundry, 
locate there. 

As yet absolutely nothing has been 
determined upon. There are other sites 
under consideration that have their 
advantages. One is reported to be 
somewhere between the city and 
the water front at either San Pe- 
dro or Long Beach, and this may be 
considered one great advantage, as it 
might enable supplies coming by water 
to be delivered at less trouble and ex- 
pense. In any event, it may be a con- 
siderable time before actual remo 
will take place. That a new location 
is wanted was confirmed by the Liew- 
ellyns yesterday. 

The tile works at Tropico, as already 
announced in The Times, is to be 
greatly enlarged at once, new depart- 
ments being added for the manufac- 
ture of pressed brick and terra cotta, 
which means the employment of a very 
large force. About ninety are now 
working.

One of the chief objects sought by 
Lindsay & Durant in endeavoring to 
get new industries to locate in their 
neighborhood is to obtain better con- 
cessions from the railroads, particu- 
larly in the way of rates.

Mann was released on $10,000 bail, 
which was furnished by his sister, and 
is again at large, pending his trial. 
Whether the charge of perjury can 
be supported by evidence strong 
enough to send “Col.” Mann to prison, 
is a question to be determined by the 
courts. There is no doubt, however, 
that he, in company with several of 
his disreputable associates in the Town 
Topics abomination, deserves to go to 
the penitentiary. The revealed meth- 
ods of their unlawful schemes of black- 

jl and extortion are enough to 

that they violated the statutory 
laws and the laws of decency, too, over 
and over again, in so flagrant a man- 
ner that they could easily have been 
convicted and sent to prison if the 
persons against whom they operated 
had had the courage to prosecute them 
in court. These men (the gang 
who engineer Town Topics) would long 
ago have been placed in felons’ cells 
but for the moral cowardice of those 
who might have pmosecuted them suc- 
cessfully.

But when some 
bloodsucking human vampire ferrets 
out a guilty weakness or social secret 
and threatens to expose it unless he 
be paid money for its suppression, he 
thereby commits an offense more rep- 
rehensible than that of his intended 
victim. Such extortion does not help 
the cause of public morality in the 
least. It is no aid to the exposure or 
punishment of crime thus to add one 
crime to another. The whole proceed- 
ing is distinctly against public moral- 
ity and common decency. 5 

The Times has before remarked, dis- 
reputable, blackmailing publications 
are to be found in almost every city 
of any size in the United States. Los 
Angeles is no exception to the rule. 
These malevolent and nasty sheets 
thrive upon the scum and filth which 
they profess to find in society. They 
are festering ulcers upon the body so- 
cial and the body politic. They are 
not even social scavengers, for they 
leave a trail of filth and moral obliq- 
uity wherever they go.

Russia, France and Great Britain 
might stand side by side? This was 
the one alternative, and it meant for 
Germany virtual isolation in Europe. 
The other alternative was for Czar and 
Kaiser to come together, disrupting 
at one both the dual alliance and the 
triple alliance. If the speech made by 
the Czar at his palace near St. Peters- 
burg on the occasion of the Emperor 
William's birthday celebrations be cor- 
rectly reported, then at last the mo- 
mentous issue has been decided. To- 
day there exists a German-Russian al- 
Hance. 

The fact, if it be a fact, is the most 
momentous event as affecting the 
peace of the world since the closing 
of hostilities in the Far Bast. It is 
a distinct rebuff to British diplomacy 
and a cold-water douche to British 
hopes. For an understanding with 
Russia would have served for Great 
Britain a double purpose; it would 
have withdrawn the pressure of the 
Muscovite on the flank of India, and 
it would have curbed the far-reaching 
ambitions of Germany. The price that 
England was prepared to pay has been 
clearly indicated by the diplomatic 
whispers that have passed over Eu- 
rope, and which are generally the 
means taken to test public opipion on 
international bargains under negotia- 
tion. Russia would have been given 
a tree hand in Constantinople, where 
it is recognized now that. ) 
growing political ascendenty is a 
greater menace to British prestige and 
security than wonld be an actual oc- 
cupation by Russia. 

Any German-Russian agreement 
points to the certainty that Russia’s 
expansive movement toward southern 
waters will henceforth be through 
Persia, the weakest line of resistance 
now that Japan has closed the exit by 
way of Manchuria. On two recent oc- 
casions in the House of Lords, Lord 
Lansdowne, fhe late Foreign Minister 
in England, announced in specific 
terms that any attempt made by any 
power to secure a foothold on the Per- 
sian- Gulf, thereby menating the lines 
of sea communication to India, the Far 
Bast and Australia, would be consid- 
ered as tantamount to a declaration of 
war. As this warning unquestionably 
crystallizes British public opinion ir- 
respective of party, and as the Liberal 
government now in office has frankly 
accepted the foreign policy of their 
Conservative predecessors, the an- 
nouncement retains today its full seri- 
ousness. The first forward move by 
Russia to upset the present delicately 
balanced itions of international 
rivalry will pr a general conflict 
in Burope. Viewed in this light, the 
recent disturbances in Persia—popular 
appeals for more political freedom, a 
dramatic declaration of revolt from 
the Shah's thralldom by a large body 
or mullahs or prieste—and refusal to 
accept the arbitration award in regard 
to a strip of the Afghan frontier— 
wear a most serious aspect. These 
may be movements deliberately set on 
foot by outside political intriguers to 
bring about a pretext for Russian in- 
tervention. 

At the present tense crisis, with the 
Moroccan conference in session, and 
with France and Germany watching 
each other across fixed bayonets at 
the frontier, it would be a great mis- 
take to regard Russia, financially

IS DISCUSSED. 


GOTHENBURG WAY OPPOSED BY 
EX-COUNCILMAN BOWEN. 


Pros and Cons Heard by Methodist 
Preachers in Session Yesterday. 
Trial of System Urged by Or. 
Campbeli—Only One Minister Talks 
in Favor. 


A warm debate of the Gothenburg 


“system took place yesterday at the 
Methodist preachers’ meeting in the 
First Methodist Church. There was a 
running fire of short talks, and much 


applause greeted the speakers. The 


main speeches, both pro and con, were 
made by laymen, only one preacher 
¥enturing to offer a word for the Goth- 
enburg plan. 

The new plan now being agitated in 
the city was championed by Dr. George 
W. Campbell, one of the best-known 
Methodist laymen in Los Angeles, and 
at present acting as Coroner’s vhvsi- 
sian. Dr. Campbell is at the head of 
he Men's Praying Band, and is 
known as ai progressive Christian citi- 
gen and a champion of prohibiticn. 

In his talk yesterday, Dr. Campbell 
referred to the late effort to knock out 
ali the saloons, as “the impossible 
best; the Gothenburg system he now 
welcomes as “the possible good.” 

“The political machine,” he contin- 
ved, consists of the saloons, the rail- 
roads and gas; they virtually run 
things in the city. Reduce the number 
of ns to seventy, as proposed by 
the thenburg system, and you corre- 
spondingly reduce their power. 

FINGERS ON MAYORS. 

“Por twenty years the saloons have 
had their finger on the mayors of this 
city. Reduce the number of saloons 
and the Mayor will have a far better 
chance to work out needed reforms. 
Every one of the twelve saloons n my 
ward . against the Gothenburg sys- 
tem. To fight it I've got to line up 
with the saloon bums and against 1000 
of the best men in the ward. There 
used to be five saloons on Boyle 
Heights, but they have all been run 
out except one on the bank of the 
river, and Em sure the conditions are 
greatly improved by the change. 

“The breweries own 170 out of the 200 
licenses in this city, and the chance to 
knock out 130, of them as 88 by 
the Gothenburg system, By as 
the greatest privilege of my life, and 
I will work for it with all my strength. 
and do all in my power to get every 
church to side with me.’ 

Ex-Counciiman W. M. Bowen was on 
hand to take up the cudgel against the 
Gothenbures. He, too, is a Methodist 
layman, who has been prominent in 
church and in politics, and he took is- 
sue with Dr. Campbell. 

“How long will these men, all of 
whom are honorable and well-known 
citizens, retain their grip on the Goth- 
enburg System if it is adopted?” he 
asked. “It will soon fall into unworthy 
hands, and the promises, like those 
raade to the city by corporations, will 
on be forgotten. 

EASIER FOR POLITICIAN. 

“The reduction of the number of sa- 
loons makes it all the easier for the 
politicians to handle them, but wil not 
reduce the number of people touched. 
The same number of people will be re- 
quired to supply the seventy saloons as 
are now required to supply the 200. 

“It is all very well to promise the 
city a return beyond the license fee, 
but the city will never see any profits. 

® saloon ts now an outiaw 'n the 
eyes of the law, and may be — — 
At any time, but with the Gothenburg 
System in force the law is around 
about the albons, and protects and 
fosters them. They claim vested 
rights, and it will be just that much 
harder to disturb them, and to get pro- 
hibition would be impossible. 

“If the same amount of money be 
furnished to back me up, I will have 
an ordinance passed reducing the num-

WHEN PREACHERS DRANK. 
Rev. G. R. Graff of Huntington Beach 
was the only minister who ventured a 
Word that seemed to even indirectly 
favor the Gothenburg system. He 
quoted its good points, and referred to 
the old times when even preachers 
were charged up with beer and wine. 

Rev. George W. Foster, in his argu- 
ment, declared that if such a system 
were adopted it would simply result in 
two corporations—one inside and one 
outside. “The city would be the out- 
side, and the inside would get the milk 
that is in the cocoanut,” he said. 

Many aymen and ministers took part 
in the discussion, — 
quite exciting.
